MI deſign, in the following pages, is to ſet forth 


the ſcripture account, only, of the inward gifts 
or operations of the Holy Spirit, in the apoſtles 
and other diſciples of Chriſt, at the firſt planting of the 
goſpel, without including thoſe extraordinary gifts which 


were given by God for working miracles. 


I ſhall therefore, in purſuit of my ſubject, firſt, 
quote thoſe paſſages, in the New Teſtament, which con- 
tain the promiſes of the Holy Spirit, made to all believers 


in Chriſt. 72 


Secondly, urge thoſe texts which declare that, by 
the inward gifts of the Spirit, God revealed his will in 


. words by the Holy Ghoſt, to the apoſtles and miniſters 
of Chriſt. | 54 


Thirdly, ſhew that the operations 'of the inward gifts 
of the Spirit were produced in the ſame- manner, in all 
believers in Chriſt, as they were in the apoſtles and other 
miniſters of the goſpel. | 
Fourthly, that all ſincere believers in Chriſt, whether 
Jew or Gentile, bond or free, received the Spirit of 
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the New Teſtament, which contain the promiſes of the 


Spirit, made to all believers in Chriſt.

Theſe repreſentations of the effectual operation of the 
Spirit are, I think, intended by the apoſtle, 2 Corinth,

Perhaps, one reaſon why the inward operation of the 
Spirit of God is ſaid to work effectually, &c. in them, 


is, becauſe it is called a ſpirit of power. 2 Tim. i. 7. 
For God hath not given us the ſpirit of fear, but of power, 


and of love, and of a ſound mind. 2 Corinth. xiii. 3, 4.

Again, theſe gifts being here ſtiled prophecy, viſions, 
dreams, it is apparent that the promiſe of diſtributing 
them to all fleſh, could-be meant only of the diſtribution 4 
of ſome of them to all ranks of men; for it being never 
ſo that all men, individually, had the gifts of prophecy, 
dreams, viſions, or revelations, x Corinth. xii. 29— 30. 
This could never be promiſed, it being certain God did

This appears from Peter's words to the ſews, Acts ii. 
38, 39 where he tells them,—ye ſhall receiue the gift of 
the Holy Ghoſt ; for the promiſe (of it) is to you (as well as to 
us) and to your children, and to all that are afar off, even 
as many as the Lord our God ſhall call. The promiſe he 
here ſpeaks of, is that which is mentioned, ver. 33. 
Therefore [Chriſt] being by the right hand of God exalted, 


and having received of the Father the promiſe of the Holy

For to plead that the promiſes of the Spirit were made 
as well to all believers in Chriſt, as to the apoſtles, and 


yet deny its inward operation in them, to be after the 


ſame manner, as in the miniſters of Chriſt, muſt be highly 


abſurd and inconſiſtent; becauſe, neither the plain mean- 
ing of the promiſes, already cited, nor any other paſſages 
in which the inward gifts of the Spirit are related, will 


juſtify ſuch an inference, but quite the contrary, as will 


be ſhewn. 
. Farther, if the inward gifts of the Spirit (included in the 

forecited promiſes) given to the apoſtles and miniſters of 
Chriſt, were miraculous gifts only, as it appears, moſt 
evidently, they were, it will follow, by a parity of reaſon, 


that the inward gifts of the Spirit 4 to believers in ge- 


- neral, were likewiſe the miraculous gifts only. This 


| ſeems plain, becauſe the New Teſtament leads us to con- 


clude, that the inward operation of the Spirit was, after 
a like manner, in all Chriſt's diſciples as in the apoſtles, z. e. 
by revealing the will of God to them in words by the Holy 
Ghoſt, as will appear afterwards. _ | 
If theſe obſervations ſhall appear to be neither ſtrained” 
nor unnatural, they ſhew how exceeding weak and un- 
{criptural, and therefore groundleſs, the diſtinction among 
men muft be, between the ordinary and extraordinary 
gifts of the Spirit. The ſimple expreſſions uſed in the 
New Teſtament, are the gift, or gifts, &c. of the Spirit. 
Therefore the diſtinction juſt mentioned may be deemed 

the diſtinction of men, and not of the inſpired writers

in Acts viii. 14—18. Now when the apoftles which were 
at Feruſalem, heard that Samaria had received the ward of 
Gad, they ſent unts them Peter and Fobn.

From this paſſage, it is evident, iſt, that all the Sa- 
maritans, both men and women (except Simon) who 
heard Philip preaching the kingdom of God, believed and 
were baptized, and received the gift of the Holy Ghoft. 
adly, that it was evident to Simon they received it, This 
appears plain, 1ſt. Becauſe he ſaw or beheld the Holy Ghoſt 
was given to them. 2dly, Becauſe, upon his ſeeing it was 
given, he offered the apoſtles money to inveſt him with 
the ſame power they had; that on whomſoever he laid his 
88 they likewiſe might receive the gift of the Holy

Zdly. From this paſſage it is fairly to be deduced, that 
whatever were the particular gifts of the Spirit, given to 
the Samaritans, they were miraculous. If they were not, 
how could Simon ſee or behold the Holy Ghoſt was given 


them; or in what other conſideration is it conceivable he

could be led to offer the apoſtles money, that they might 
inveſt him with the ſame power. Had the gifts, of the 


Holy Ghoſt not been miraculous, and therefore in their |

In chap. vii. 7—25. the apoſtle ſhews the Jews. they 
were in a like condition with the Gentiles ; this he argues 
after a like manner as to the Gentiles, by figuratively re-- 
preſenting law, or the fleſh, as a monarch, who, by con- 
queſt, was become their ſovereign or maſter. This per- 
ſon he calls the law in their members, or the fleſh, to 
whom they had yielded obedience or ſervitude. In this 
ſtate of ſubjection, as ſold under the dominion of ſin, the 
apoſtle repreſents them, not as the Gentiles natural born 
ſlaves, but as captives to the law of fin and death, under 
; whoſe dominion they were held: the fruits of which ſer- 

vitude were condemnation and death: fo that 'of both

I Vill juſt remark, that, perhaps, one reaſon why the 


apoſtle argues with them both, after this manner, was, 


that to Gentiles, ſovereign or maſter was as familiar a 
figure, by which to expreſs their ſtate of ſlavery, as law 


or fleſh was to Jews, who obeyed or yielded obedience to 


the law, by being circumciſed. See the apoſtle's apology 


to, the Gentiles, chap. vi, 19. And, perhaps, he included 
the like apology to the Jews, chap. vii. 1, 2, 3. I will 
juſt add, that it is probable, the reaſons why the apoſtle 
repreſents the Gentiles as natural born ſlaves, and the 


F —7 only as captives to ſin, is, that he would avoid giv- 


ng too much offence to his Jewiſh brethren: and alſo, 
to ſhew them, that notwithſtanding they lived under the 
law of Moſes, yet they were captives to fin ; which being 


but very little, if any thing, ſuperior to ſlavery by birth, of 


conſequence they ſtood in equal need of redemption from 
it with the Gentiles. But to return 

I think, no perſon who has entered thoroughly into the 
ſpirit and deſign of the apoſtle in chap. viii. 1—14. and 
compared it with the two foregoing chapters, but muſt 


ſee the expreſſions harmonize each other. As I have ob- 


ſerved, in chap vi. fin is figuratively repreſented to be a 
perſon. In chap. vii, the ſame thing is expreſſed by 
fleſh, or the law in their members. To this maſter, in 
chap. viii. is oppoſed the Spirit of God, which, as has 


been ſhewed, they had received. Sin, or the law, in 
their members, had been the ruling, guiding principle 
they had yielded themſelves to, or were led or walked by. 


But now they yielded themſelves to, or were led, or walk- 
ed by the Spirit. Sin, or the law, in their members, had 
dwelt in them, but now having crucified fin, or the fleſh, 
the Spirit of God dwelt in them. Sin, or the fleſh, had 
made them flaves, or brought them into captivity, ſo that 
what they did they allowed not. But now by the Spiric 
they were made free, or ſet at liberty, from the dominion 
of fin. By fin, or the law in their members, they had 
been brought into a ſtate of condemnation. But now

. Chriſt; if ſo be (or ſeeing that) we ſuffer with him, we 


ſhall be allo glorified together.

V. 16—25. * 15 


n this view of the apoſtle's argument, it appears very 
evident, that by the word ſpirit, from ver. 1—7, he means

ſents, by its teaching in them, to be a guiding principle of 
action, which be oppoſes to ſin, or the law in their 
members, or the fleſh, by which they had formeily been 
led pr-walked.

it will certainly follow he likewiſe deſigned to ſhew. them

That which further illuſtrates this ſenſe, as intended by 
the apoſtle, and likewiſe that the word ſpirit, ver.

the apoſtle proſecutes his argument, in the ſame oppoſition

apoſtle did not deſign to ſhew them they were now led 
or ought to be led 7 the former, the antitheſis i 18 wholly 
loſt, and conſequently his argument, built thereon, is of 
no force, becauſe there would bave been no foundation 
whereon to build. Whereas, in the above view of bis 
reaſoning, the antitheſis appears in a moſt beautiful and 
ſtriking light, and admirably well adapted to ſhew Show 
that they ought, now, to be led wholly by, or obe 
dictate of the Spirit of God; as they bad e el 
ſin, or the law in their members. 

But further, ſeeing it was one principal part of; che 
apoſtle's deſign to ſhew them, that being led, or walking 
by the Spirit, conſiſted in the practice of righteouſneſs, | 
whieb is oppoſed to their former en and ee. |

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Git ſeems evidently to follow, that his meaning is, by the 


Spirit of God they were taught what was that righte- 


ouſneſs, i. e. in theſe particular parts of it, which by the 


pirit they were led to obſerve. If the Spirit, as an in- 
ward gift ſhed abroad in their hearts, did not clearly re- 
veal or make it known to them, how could they by che 
Spirit'know wherein. it conſiſted? But, if by the Spirit 
they did not know this, how could they therein be led or 
walk by the Spirit? For what the apoſtle ſays, by way of 


reproof to the Corinthians concerning their ſpeaking in 


unknown tongues by the Spirit, that they were unedifying 
to the church, becauſe not underſtood by them, is here 
equally applicable, namely, that theſe Roman Chriſtians 
could not be edified, or, in the spoſtle's words, led or 
walk by the Spirit, unleſs its diftates were intelligible and 
wnderflood,® oo FF 
To reconcile St. Paul's reaſoning here with any mere 
ſenſible or bodily impulſe or agitation, made by the Spirit 
of God, not accompanied with a clear revelation of the 
will of God to their minds, J judge can never be done; 
and I am abundantly convinced, irom the arguments ad- 
vanced in theſe pages, is wholly diſcountenanced by the 
ſcripture account of the inward gifts of the Spirit, given 
to the diſciples of Chriſt at that time. * M 
There are only two objections that I apprehend may 
be made againſt this reaſoning, which are, either that by 
ſpirit, ver. 1—7. is meant the goſpel or word of God, or 
the temper or diſpoſttion of Chriſt. To which I anſwer, 
when they are ſhewn to be the apoſtle's meaning, as it 
ſtands connected with his argument in this and the two 
foregoing chapters, I will admit of the objections, and 
that the arguments built on the contrary opinion are in- 
concluſive. | 
Before I quit the obſervations on chap. viii. I beg leave 
to take further notice of ver. 15, 16. | W 
And I would here offer it to the reader's conſideration, 
whether St. Paul had not a particular meaning in theſe 
words, not taken notice of by expoſitors ; But ye have 
received the Spirit of adoption (i. e. ſonſhip) whereby we 
cry, Abba, Father. Or, as the ſame thing is expreſſed in 
Gal. iv. 6. And becauſe ye are ſons, God hath ſent forth 


the Spirit of his Son into your hearts, crying, Abba, Father.

could the ſpirit be 1 with their ſpitit, unleſs 
their ſpirit perceived the operation of the Holy Spirit, 
any more than their own ſpirit could be a witneſs to them, 
when they did not perceive that witneſs? Their perceiv- 
ing or being ſenſible of the witneſs of their own ſpirit, 
was what made them know they had ſuch a witneſs, and 
without ſuch a perception, they could not have known 
it, no more could they have known the witneſs of the 

Spirit, unleſs they perceived the operation of the Spirit in 

them, in which confiſted the joint witneſs with their 


From the fotegoing confiderations, it appears, either 
that they perceived evidently, the witneſs of the Spirit of 
God, as well as that of their own ſpirit, or they had 
only one witneſs, namely, that of their own ſpirit. © But 
this is manifeſtly contradiftory to the plain meaning f 
the apoſtle's'words, who fays——the Spirit itfelf brareth 
. witneſs (jointly) with our ſpirits. Therefore it muſt be 
granted, either that they perceived the witneſs of the Spirit, - 
1 of God, or the apoſtle has not e us a juſt account of 
it, or, at leaſt, he has expreſſed himſelf with great impro-

appears from the obſervations advanced in theſe pages, 
and particularly from this confideration, viz, that thoſe 
who embraced the goſpel, received the Holy Ghoſt, and 
immediately had this witneſs before they could have that 


ariſing from the fruits of the ſpirit; i. e. from their acting 
_ agreeable: to its teaching in them, which fruits are in-

The paſſages which will illuſtrate and confirm this ob- _ 
ſervation, are in Acts xv. 7, 8, 9. Here the apoſtle 
Peter ſays, conccerning Cornelius and his friends, that God 
bare them witneſs (i. e. that he now adopted them as his 


children) giving them the Holy Gboſt, even as be did unto

And finally, it appears from the context, and Gal. iv. 
16. that this witneſs of the Spirit with their ſpirit, was a 
proof in themſelves, that God had adopted them to be his 
children; or, in Mr. Locke's words, in his judicious 
note on Gal. iv. 6. ** The force of the (apoſtle's) argu- - 
« ment ſeems to lie in this, that as he that hath the ſpirit 
<< of a man in him, has an evidence that he is the ſon of 
«© man, ſo he that has the Spirit of God, has thereby an 
& aſſurance that he is the ſon of God.“. 1 
As it appears, that this witneſs of the Spirit was a proof 
in them that they were the ſons of God, ſurely it muſt 
follow, that their ſpirit diſcerned or perceived that proof, 
otherwiſe it could be none to them, and conſequently 
they had no other witneſs, or proof, within themſelves, 
that they were the ſons of God, than their own ſpirit : 
but this manifeſtly contradicts the plain meaning of the 
apoſtle's words, which affirm they had two witneſſes, 
namely, the Spirit of God, and their own ſpirit, 
Mr. Locke. has juſtly obſerved, that a man's having the 
ſpirit of man, is an evidence that he is the ſon of man. But, 
ſuppoſe a man does not perceive, or know he has the ſpirit 
of man, how ſhall he be aſſured he is the ſon of man? I am | 
perſuaded, he cannot be aſſured of it, and the treaſon is plain, 
namely, becauſe he does not perceive he has the ſpirit of 
man: and while he continues without that evidence, he can 
never be aſſured he is the ſon of man. In like manner, the 
Spirit of God could not be a witneſs, i. e. a proof they were 
the ſons of God, if they did not perceive the operation of 
the Spirit in them, in which conſiſted at leaſt one part of 
the witneſs or proof thereof. ; . | 
The only apology I ſhall offer, for being ſo particular 
in illuſtrating the apoſtle's true intention in chap. viii.

Gentiles might be accept- 
able, being ſanctiſied by the Holy Ghofil. The ſenſe of the 
apoſtle here is well expreſſed by Mr, Locke, in his para-

6 Gentiles, in, the goſpel of God, in which holy mini- 
ce {tration I officiate,that theGentiles may be made an ac- 
et ceptable offering (ſee Iſaiah Ixvi.

Finally, in this Epiſtle to the Romans, chap. viii. 30.

What the Doctor has obſerved concerning theſe doctors, 
as men endued with extraordinary gifts of the Spirit, is 
equally true of all the members of Chriſt's body, as is un- 
deniable from this very place he comments on. And it 
may be juſtly obſerved, that the gifts given to them ceaſed 
in -the ſame age, as did thoſe given to diſciples in general. 


And I am well aſſured, tho' in oppoſition to what the 


Doctor here ſays, that whatever traces there are of doc- 


tors in the church, in after-ages, there are no authentic 
proofs of their receiving thoſe extraordinary gifts of the 
Spirit, the apoſtle ſpeaks of. In this I am countenanced . 
by that judicious writer ſo often quoted, whoſe words are,* 
Nor does it add leſs to the weight of this evidence (the 
«© teaching and witneſſing of the Spirit in all the diſciples _ 
of Chiiſt) that theſe gifts continued ſo long in the 
church. For that they continued to about the year

From what has been ſaid under this head, 1 think it 


evidently appears, that the inward gifts of the Spirit, 


given to all believers in Chriſt, were miraculous gifts 


only, and conſequently they were as much peculiar and 


confined to the apoſtles days, as the gift of tongues, work- 


ing miracles, &c. and, therefore, the promiſes of the inward 
workings of the Spirit, recorded in the New Teſtament, 


do ng more belong to the diſciples of Chriſt, at this day, 


than the gift of tongues, &c. Whoever therefore ac- 
knowledges that believers in Chriſt have now no juſt 
foundation, from the New Teſtament, to hope to receive 
the laſt-mentioned gifts of the Spirit, becauſe they were 
miraculous gifts only, and therefore peculiar to the 


apoſtles time, muſt be obliged to acknowledge the ſame 


of the former, for the ſame reaſon, viz. becauſe they 


were miraculous gifts only, and equally peculiar to that 


time. | 


What will farther prove the truth of this, is, it ap- 


pears, that the apoſtles only had the power of conferring 


the Holy Ghoſt on thoſe who embraced the goſpel ; 


this ſeems highly probable, from what is recorded, Acts 
viii. 5—20. In theſe verſes, it is evident, 1ſt. that 
notwithſtanding Philip wroughtwmiracles, preached the 


Holy Ghoſt on them. 6 


This appears undeniable alſo from ver. 16, where it is 
particularly ſaid for as yet (i. e. till the apoſtles prayed 
and laid their hands on them) he (i. e. the Holy Ghoſt) 


was fallen upon none of them (mentioned ver. 12.) only 
they were baptized in the name of the Lord Feſus. 
| 2dly. It is moſt apparent, that the only reaſon why 


the apoſtles Peter and John were ſent from Jeruſalem, 


upon hearing that Samaria had received the word of God, 


was, that the Samaritans might receive the Holy Ghoſt; 


for in ver. 15, 16, 1, it is particularly obſerved, who 


when they (the apoſtles) were come. down, prayed for them, 
that they might receive the Holy Ghoſt. ( For as yet he was 
fallen upon none of them: only they were baptized in tb 
name of the Lord Jeſus.) Then laid they their hands on 


them, and they received the Holy Gt.

Nor had Philip received power to confer the Holy 
Ghoſt on believers, as well as the apoſtles, there is no 
rational nor conſiſtent reaſon to be given, why he did not 
confer it as well as work miracles, preach the kingdom 
of God, and baptize; nor of the apoſtles coming and 
praying for them, that they might receive the Holy Ghoſt, 
and their receiving it then and not before; whereas, ad- 
mitting that none but the apoſtles had this power from 
Chriſt, the whole account appears moſt natural and con- 
| ſiſtent. as * „ IS. * 
How different is Philip's conduct in not conferring the 
Holy Ghoſt on the Samaritans whom he baptiſed, and 


' that of St. Paul's, recorded chap. xix. 1 7. who, 
when the twelve men at Epheſus were baptized, immedi- 


ately laid his hands on them (like as Peter and John on 
the Samaritans) and the Holy Ghoſt came on them. But 
can any juſt account be given why Philip did not act 
after the ſame manner with the Samaritans, if he, as 

well as the apoſtles, had the power of conferring the Holy 
Ghoſt on believ er?? e 


Hut, farther, that which is recorded chapter viii. 30-40. | 


of Philip and the Eunuch, is another highly ' probable 


proof that Philip had not power to give the Holy 
Ghoſt -for, notwithſtanding he preached the goſpel 


to him and baptized him, yet he did not confer the Holy 


Ghoſt on him, as appears evident from theſe words.— | 
And when they were come up out of the water, the Spirit of © 


the Lord caught away Philip, that the Eunuch ſaw him 
u more. On which verſe Dr. Whitby obſerves, 
That in ſome copies, we read thus (gr.) the Holy 
«© Ghoſt fell upon the Eunuch, and the angel of the Lord 
caught away (Philip) ſo the Alexandrian and other 
«© manuſcripts, and ſo St. Jerom cites it??? 
Upon the ſubject under confideration, I beg leave to 
obſerve, iſt, How widely paſtors and miniſters now differ 
in their judgment from the apoſtles, when they propoſe 
to confer the Holy Spirit on believers, by laying on of 
hands. The former, now, never propoſe to confer only 
what is called the ordinary gifts of the Spirit, whereas 
the latter always conferred the miraculous gifts only. 
Hence, it is manifeſt, that if the former do, by laying 
on of hands, confer only the ordinary gifts of the Spirit; 
they have ſuch a peculiar power in Chriſt's kingdom as 
the apoſtles had not: but what foundation they have in

To juſtify this interpretation of ver. 13, let it be obſerv- 
ed, iſt. that our Lord commanded his apoſtles to baptize 
in the name of the Spirit, as well as the Father and Son.
